THE PROBLEM OF MANCHURIA 


—_— 

In order to solve the many questions result- 
ing from the ‘t Boxer ” rising in North China, 
we must take, as the starting-point of-our-argu- 
ment, the necessity for the preservation of the 
Jntegrity of Chinese’ territory, Chinese soil 
must remain Chinese property—this is tho dic- 
tate not. only of humanity >but: also of the 
interests which foreign Powers have vested. in - 
oe country and maintain among themselves. 

is is the Principle which we hove insisted 
‘Upon ; and this is adlic sentiment in Jupan, 
And we, moreover believe, that this principle is 
‘mubscribed:to by Western :Powors, being. the 
keynote of the Anglo-German Convention. 
Granting that all the world recognises the 
justice and-force of this principle, we have 
nothing more to say. But what is Russia 
doing in Mancharia? Can we watch ber actions 
on Mouchuriau soil without suspecting any 
ulterior motives? Russia has endearoured to 
allay the suspicious of the Powers by stating 
that she has no idea of rotaining permanent. 

“possession of Manchuria; yet her actual deeds 
have often been at variance with the spirit of 
the Anglo-German Convention and opposed to 
the. theory of the preservation of China as an 
integer, Openly professing allegiance to the 
Convention, it is patent that she ia trying to 
get Manchuria in, her iron grasp. And it is for 
these reasons that we would call the world’s at- 
tention to’ the problem ‘of Manchuria. It: is 
‘with: profound regret that_swe.seo, Russi, the 
instigator of the Heace Conference, acting as 
she does;:for we are very suxious as: to the 
reanlt of her ill-advised actions and their in- 
finerice npon the peace of the Orient. - - 

. -There are thosé who believe that the pre- 


j servation of Ching’s integrity depends on the 


degrea in the manner of such preservation. 
“Preservation,” they urge, “does not necessarily 
apply to every inch, of the domain Chine has 
Aitherto called her own.” But om argument of 
this sort proves that such speakers merely de- 
sire to'glat their own ambition in exchange for 
the interests of others. Tere are, unfortunate- 
ly, not few who hold these: views, and they 
would be willing to give Russia a free hand if 
they could satisfy their own coretous hearts, 
Is not Count von Biilow an adherent of these 
views. Even in Japan, one regrets to say, we 
hear of politiciana who aro reudy to let Russia 


do a she plouses if Japan may have South China 


or Corea in exchange. ‘“We wonld ask all such 
they think it just to torture o 

weak and practically defenczless nation; or 
whethpr they are thinking of the interests of 
the whole world? Perhaps they are dazzled 
by the vision of the enormous prolits of which 
they are dreaming, We sey “dreaming.” for- 
‘their ambitions ideas: nover can be realised., For 
even if their presumption were correvt, the pre- 
rervation of China's integrity. were a qnestion 
of degree-even then they ‘would fail to yenp 
the benefit they promise themeelres from a quid 
pro gto, shoald Russia hold Manchuria. On the 
contrary, wo think that any such “ compense- 
tion’ would be atiendell with dissastrous reeu'ts. 
There is no nation which surpasses Russia and 
Japan in point of ‘convenience of position and 
the facility ‘of massing forces on Eustern 
Asiatic soil, Japan's sim has ever Leon a de- 
fensive, not an offensive, one. This was amply 
proved when sho retroceded the Lisoteny Peu- 
insuls to China. But Russin’s measures are 
and ever have been priniarily: offensive; her 
sole .ideu. being to -enlarge, her toun‘laries.: 
With ‘this-one aim in ‘view she is ever eager 
to. profit by: opportunities for territorial ay- 
grandisement. Was-it uot Ruesia that urged 
Japan to relinquish her claims in Liaoteng, 
alleging that Japan, if she persisted, would 
disturb’ the peace of the Grient? “And it 
ig this very Russia which is now about to 
fatally “disturb the peace of the Orient” by 
her actions ‘on Manchurian soil—thoss actions 
to which we would call the attention, of the 
civilised. world. With such a. poing Tuppui, 
such ‘strength and such.ambitious views, what 
will ensue if Russia seizes Manchuria? She 
got Port Arthur; but that was not enough. 
If she does not formulate any fresh scheme, it 
is because she is waiting for a more fitting 
opportunity, or: because there is some other. 
factor which makes her hesitate. Her own 
economic condition is a factor of this kind. 
‘The principal reason for Ruseis’s desire for

Manchuria be a buiferstate, belonging to no one 
in particular. . 

‘or the reasons above sot forth, it is 
clear that a Buasian possession of Manchurian 
is not only unjustifiable but even inimical 
to the interests of all other Powers. And 
now for Japan's in particular, Our Empire 
haa been termed ‘the leader of the Far East, 


and its willis of no small weight in tho inter- | 


natiaial balance of power. This is perhaps 
more due to Japan's geographical situation than 
to hee military. and naval strength, all ather 
powerful nations lying. at so’ very gresto dis- 
tanca. . Japan's navy Dow 9; grates 250,000 
er standing. army 
is made up of 13 divisions, with s resarve of 
210,000 men. These alone would not secure 
Japan's supremacy in tho Orient, if othor 
nations. were as favourably situated froma 
geographical point’ of view, aud yiod with hor. 
Russia is, indeed,’ a formidsble rival; ‘yet 
she ‘cannot bid direct ‘defiance to Japan ba- 
cause of the. rnormous diffloulties entailed in 
deapatching troops and provisiéna to the Far 
East. ‘But it Russia held Munchuris, her geo- 
graphical position would be quite as favourable: 
as that. of Japan, and the balance of power in the 
Orient would change hands at once. Russia is 
now about constructing s railway from Kaidsléa 
to Nikolaiovsk; via Harbin; from Port Arthur 
to Harbin vin Nowchwang and Moukden; and: 
finally ‘ftom Kinchow to Chulién-chwang. 
When these roads are completed Port Arthur 
and Talien well provided with munitions of war, 
while Manchuria is completely wnder Rozsian 
administration, it will bo immensely difficult for 
Japan to keep pace with Rossis. More than 
this, Russia is about to add 180,000 tons to her’ 
already large fleet. ‘With all this in view," who 
can deny that Russia’s possession of Manchuris 


would menace the stavility of the Japanese,

Again, viewed from tho standpoixitof Japanese 
economicr, o. Russian Manchuria would 
highly undesirabie. China, economists believe, 
is certain to be one!of the world’s richest 
markets, As:faras Japan is concerned, Uhine 
ig even now: her largest customer. If we 
review .our trade with the outer world, 
it must be confessed that the - greatest 
and mo rapid progress pas beon made in the 
cage of our commerce with China. :In the mat- 
ter of the export of cotton thread alone, the 
figures are traly marvelous. Up to the 26th 
year of Meiji (1893) the exportation.of cotton 
to China averaged not more than’ ,7,000 or 
8,000 yen nnanally.

Out of a total 
of imports into North China, of 47,610,000 yen, 
Japan's share was 19,520,000 yen, or eo per cent, 
With regard to imports from North Chins into 
Japon, beans and bean-cake being the staple, 
the figures ore not small, and there is ‘avery 
prospect of a greater degree of international 
tradal prosparity., But with Manchuria under 
Rassian jurisdiction, how very great would be 
the loss to our national revenue! It may be 
urged that the conditions-of trade will not vary 


even if the possession of Manchuria changes. 


hands. ‘This is an erroneous ‘sysumpton, 
particularly if Russia become. the owner of 
Monchurian stil, Wo know of at least one 
Osaka merchant wie, after building up w good 
trade in Vladivostock in the ootton-thread of 
Nagoya and ‘cotton-cloth of Kii, had his bn- 
siness atterly ruined by the imposition of u 
heavy tax. : 

If, then, even Japan, so favourably situnted 
geographically and economically, should. be 
injured by a Russian possession of Manchuria, 
how very mach more adverse would this etato 
of affairs prove in the case of other Occidental 


comniercial nations! ,'The damage dong Japan's | . 


interesta would be direct ; that sutfered by tuvirs 
would be indirect, yet none the less vital. It 
all the Powers huye made up their minds to 
submit to: Russia's supremacy,in the Orient, 
than wa haya nothing mors to ssy. But 
surely uo Western Power will be willing 
to make such a submission. What will 
they then do, when the favoursble opper- 
tunity is lost and their position in the Orient 
undermined 2 They must either pocket their 
pride and make.the best of a bad' bargain,‘ or 
elsé try to bring about some forcible change. 
This would not only endanzer the peace of the 
Orient but jeopardise the tranyuiltity of the 
whole world. Our-duty is thus to keep Russia 
from lnying violent lands on Manchuria, and 
in so 
contingencies, We are speaking ax Jupunese, 
yet the matter cortainly does not concern us 
alone. Every other Occidental Power must 
share our views and stop Russia's encroach- 
ments, if she insists upon keeping Manchoria 
for herown. And if the West dove not appre- 
cinte the vastness of theintereste at stake, Japan 
must cast loose from her treaty allies and act 
promptly and independently. It is on casy 
matter to keep Russia back at the present 
moment, and the longer we leave this vital task 
unaccomplished the more difficult it will grow.
